Kaiser’s Troops Launch New Drive 


Against W arsaw From North, Using 


Heavy Artillery. 


London, June 28—The Russians are 
again retreating In Galicia, both to 
Ute north aud south ot Lemberg, and 
/ii Belaud the Germen* have launched 
Another attack against Warsaw, in the 
form of a drive 
from 
the 
north 
through Przusuysz. 
The new blow at the Polish capital 
has been preceded by a terrific a n il 
lery action. The fact is recorded by 
tile Russians themselves, but It is too 
early to say w hether it means a serl 
ous offensive, the first clash having 
developed a bayonet encounter, the 
result of which neither side records. 
Berlin and Vienna do uot m ake ref 
erence to the conict in this region, 
confining their statem ents to the Gali­ 
cian situation, w..ere 
victories 
are 
claimed in various sectors, from the 
Bessarabian frontier to Raws Ruska, 
uortli of Lemberg. 
What is m ore important, the Ger 
mans claim th a t the Teutonic furies 
have crossed the Dniester northeast 
of iiallcz and have driven the Rus­ 
sians some miles into the hills. 
According to the uituial statem ent 
of the Austrian general staff the Kus 
flan foicea, which for several days 
made a determ ined stand at positions 
to the eaet of I emberg, were again in 
retreat aloug the entire front in that 
legion. Fighting on the upper Dnles 
ter river, the statem ent sa}*, itll! cou 
tin aes. 
The text of the statem ent follows; 
"After their <&teat south of Lem 
berg tbe Russian main army re tre a t­ 
ed to the eastw ard and with strong 
forces took up a position upon the 
heights to tbe east of Mikolaiow. On 
this tront our troops 
after several 
days* fighting captured tile enemy's 
advanced positions, then p re c e d e d to 
• torui the enem y’s main position aud 
finally penetrated the same at num er­ 
ous points, throwing back the enemy, 
□otably along the sector near and to 
the south of Bobraka. 
"Since e s rly this fSuudayj 
m om 
ing the Bustian* regain have been in 
retreat along the entire front. 
They 
also are retreating north of Zolkiew 
aud north of Rhws Ruska, where they 
are retiring before our pursuit. 
"On the upper Duieaier river fight 
lug continues. 
German troops after 
bald fighting stormed the heights near 
Bukaszo w ice. 
“ Below Hath z and along the Bes 
•arabian 
frontier 
there la general 
fillet. 
From June 21 until June 25 C en­ 
tral von Boehm Ft Dioili’s army cap­ 
tured 17o office!s aud 14,ouu men aud 
took twenty-six machine guns.” 
The official ftatem en t issued by the 
lerinun army headquarters staff says 
that German troops, atter fierce fight­ 
ing, have crossed tbe Dniester river 
between Bukas/owice and Cbodorow, 
Iu Gal lie ta, aud L ave taken by storm 
the hills on tile northern bank. 
The statem ent says: 
“German troops have taken the hill
